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HAVOC 


The reports told us our com- 
munity was virtually wrecked 
by an earthquake. 

At least, a dozen or so of us 
in the civilian defense contro] 
center in the basement of the 
city hall, «the other evening, 
heard personal and_ telephonic 
reports of havoc ‘following a 
severe quake that took almost 
all of the business buildings ‘and 
many other structures. Like- 
wise, Cucamonga was hit, along 
with Ontario. The utilities re- 
mained in service, and the food 
supply in the city would serve 
for only a few days. 

The simulated quake present- 
ed a challenge to the local civil- 
ian defense organization. It 
seemed very real for the mo- 
ment, aS in all seriousness, 
Fire Chief “Paulin, Lt. John 
Wessely and others recited hor- 
rible conditions. 

Under such circumstances, the 
problem was ‘too easily solved 
hut suffice it to say the actual 
situation, if it ever comes, will 
be better handled because of 
these practices. At least, Mr. 
Paulin, the head of the civilian 
defense was well pleased. 


COUNSELLING CENTER 


An historic start was given 
this week here ‘to the formation 
of the Ontario-Upland Family 
Service agency. 


It will be a place where in- 
dividuals wanting help in their 
family and,personal problems 
can go for counselling. Dr. Ira 
Holland, with his educational 
and religious background and 
experience, will be the director. 
His services will be available 
to all who seek help. 


The Price Foundation, through 
funds made available by the 
late R. O. Price, has given $500. 
While many more financial con- 
tributions will be necessary, one 
of the essentials is an active 
local group of persons backing 
the new agency.

Whether it is a young family, 
a new organization, a new busi- 
ness or a long-established city, 
the problem of growth is chal- 
lenging and perplexing.

Board Approves 
New Contract 
For Milliken 


A new four year contract for 
Daniel ‘B. Milliken, superinten- 
dent of the high school district 
and president of Chaffey college, 
was approved by the board at 
their Nov. 29 meeting. 

Approval of a renewal of the 
contract, which expires June 30, 
1957, included provision he would, 
for the present, take primary re- 
sponsibility for the cofMege. It 
was also made with the under- 
standing that when already pro- 
posed, complete separation of the 
high school and college is made, 
(Mr. Milliken will be released for 
college duties only, at the re- 
quest of either the high school or 
the college trustees. 

Under the state school code the 
board is required to indicate its 
intention either to renew the sup- 
erintendent’s expiring contract or 
dispense with his services, six 
months before expiration of a 
current contract. In the event of 
a lack of such notice the exist- 
ing contract is presumed to be 
effective for another term. 

The board also voted to change 
the title of Allan G. Smith from 
“assistant superintendent to that 
of associate superintendent to be 
charged mainly with operational 
.problems of the high school. 


and assurance that the northeast 
area high school will be build 
when warranted by population 
growth and availability of funds. 

The high school board passed 
a resolution of intentions on the 
high school bond election for al- 
location of $2,000 per new stu- 
dent as recommended by Dr. 
William Briscoe, consultant, and 
concurred with by the superin- 
tendent, 


Such allocation would provide 
$1,600,000 for completion of the 
Upland high school; $3 million 
for construction of the Monte Vis- 
ta high school to 1,500 capacity 
and $3 million for a 1,500 stu- 
dent capacity high school in the 
north-east area of the high school 
district as and when population 
growth justifies such school pro- 
vision. 

From the remaining $800,000, 
allocation would be made for 
the purchase of five high school 
sites: one in Monte Vista, one 
in Alta-Loma-Cucamonga, one in 
Etiwanda and one in the Guasti 
area, with a balance of $100,000 
to be retained as a contingency 
fund for use in the event of in- 
creased building costs above pre- 
sent day estimates. 

A resolution was passed that 
the Chaffey Union high school 
district will purchase or lease- 
contract for the college district 
ownership of the Chaffey campus 
property as and when the college 
moves to its new campus. 

The college board hopes to se- 
lect a supervising architect for 
the college campus early in Jan- 
uary after interviews and com- 
parisons are completed. 

They have already made stu- 
dies of applications from 25 ar- 
chitectural firms in their effor to 
fill this requirement. The board 
also has visited junior college 
campuses to view and compare 
work of four architectural firms.
